2 That for every scandalous offence publickly committed 
by any members of the Church their ought to be publick 
testimony exhibited of his repentance in order to his being 
restored to charity & fellowship.

We desire and intend « with dependence on his promised and 
powerful grace we engage to walk together as a Chh. of the 
Lord Jesus Christ in the faith and order of the Gospel so 
far as we have it revealed unto us, conscientiously 
attending the publick worship of God, the sacraments of 
his new testaments, the discipline of his Kingdom, and all 
his holy institutions in communion with one another, and 
watchfulness avoiding every stumbling block & contention 
as becomes a people whom the Lord hath bound up together 
in a bundle of life.

July 16, 1793, Rev. Aaron Jordan Booge was dismissed from 
his pastoral Relation to the Church & Society in the 
middle Parish in Granville. 
that the present & future generations may know the light 
in which Mr. Booge's character appeared before & at his 
dismission it is thought proper to record the following 
agreement between him & ye Society on which his dismission 
proceeded & the Result of ye Council who declared mr. 
Booge's dismission. 
"We the subscribers a Committee of ye middle Parish in 
Page le Granville vested with full power to agree with the kev. 
Aaron Jordan Booge as to his dismission from his pastoral 
Relation to ye people in sd Parish & transact all matters 
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relating to this subject certify & make known to all whom 
it may concern; 

what on ye fourth day of March last ye inhabitants of 
ye middle Parish in Granville expressed a desire that ye 
Kev. Aaron Jordan Booge, their minister might be dismissed 
from his pastoral relation to them. This desire was soon 
after signified to Mr. Booge. He signified his readiness to 
comply witn ye request of ye people as soon as matters could 
be amicably & properly prepared for that event to take place. 
After various proceedings of ye Parish & Mr. Booge's attention 
to ye subject an amicable & peaceable agreement has this day 
taken place. And we further make known & certify that 
nothing has hitherto appeared but that Mr. Booge justly 
sustained a good & worthy character as a Neighbour, a Citizen 
a Gentleman, a Scholar & an able Minister of ye Gospel. Nor 
do we know that anything material can’ be made to appear 
against him in any of ye above respects. In ye whole of 
Mr. Booge's conduct & proceedings in ye matter of his 
admission in particular he has behaved in a mild, humble 
& generous manner. 
In honour to ye people of ye parish we also declare our 
entire disapprobation of ye unlawful & abusive treatment 
Mr. Booge & his Family have received of late from our 
evil minded persons at present unknown, supposed to belong 
to this parish. We also further make known & certify that 
being unwilling that Mr. Booge should suffer damages in 
hig temporal affairs by leaving his: ministerial employment 
among us we have readily agreed to give him ye sum of 
Seventy Pounds lawful Money in ye manner specified in our 
obligation bearing date this day & wishing Peace & prosper- 
ity to Mr. Booge & his family whether they remain with us 
or shall in ye Providence of God be called to reside in 
any other Place & éspecially ye rich blessings of God's 
Grace we subscribe.

Badger, Scribe. After ye Council were formed, the Rev. 
Mr. Booge, a committee from ye church & another from ye 
Society presented them with papers which signified ye 
desire of ye Society & ye consent of Mr. Booge & ye 
church, that ye Rev. Aaron Jordan Booge should be 
dismissed from his pastoral charge of this church & 
congregation. 
The Council took into consideration ye several papers 
laid before them, in which nothing appeared deragatory 
to Mr. Booge's christian or ministerial character. 
But as Matters do appear it is ye mind of this Council 
that it is best the Rev. Aaron Jordan Booge should be 
dismissed & we hereby declare him to be dismissed from 
his pastoral relation to this church & Society. And we 
are happy to say upon a careful examination it appears, 
that. Mr. Booge has acquitted himself in a manner becoming 
his character & Station as a christian Minister, altho his 
trials were singular & peculiarly aggravating & we take 
this method to recommend him to ye churches to be improved 
in ye ministry wherever God in his Providence shall call 
nin.

A Confession of Faith

You believe the scriptures of the old « new testaments to 
be the word of God, containing all things necessary for 
faith & practice. That man was made at first in the image 
of God under a covenant of works, which covenant he broke 
by disobedience & plunged himself & posterity into guilt 
& ruin out of which they are unable to deliver themselves-~ 
That salvation can be obtained only by the righteousness 
of Christ, through the exercise of repentance & faith. 
That Christ the son of God became man that he might be a 
mediator between God & man and that he is the only redeemer 
of God‘s elect 
You believe in Christ's death as an atonement necessary for 
the salvation of sinners, That he continued under the power 
of death for a time, arose the third day & ascended into 
Heaven where he ever lives to make intercession for his 
people. 
You believe the holy Spirit is the sanctifier, that he makes 
application of the redemption purchased by Christ to the 
souls of believers. 
You believe in God's gracious election of believers unto 
eternal life: their adoption into God's family, their 
indissoluble union to Christ, & their perseverance to the ends 
And that those who will not believe & come to the knowledge 
of the truth must perish forever. 
You believe God requires holiness of heart and a diligent use 
of the means of grace, which he has appointed in his 
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word for their spiritual good, such as reading, weeraas the 
word preached, meditation & prayer. 

You believe that baptism & the Lord's supper are endinaens 
of the Gospel, & ought to be received by those who have 
faith in Christ, and live according to the rules of the 
Gospel, that baptism is to be administered to believers and 
their infant children. 

You believ that the soul is immortal, that the body will 
die to be raised to life again & reunited to the soul 
forever, in happiness or misery. 

You believe that Christ will hereafter come to judgment & 
sentence all mankind according to their works, when the 
wicked will go away into everlasting punishment & the 
righteous into life eternal. 


A Covenant. 

You do now in the presence of God & men avouch the Lord 
Jehovah, Father, Son & holy Ghost to be your God, giving 
up yourself to him in a covenant of promise to serve him 
with your body &« spirit which are his. Engaging by his 
grace assisting to deny ungodliness and ever worldly 
lust, by living a life of religion, of sobriety & conformity 
to the rules of Christ's kingdom and of this church in 
particular. And to submit yourself to the brotherly watch, 
instruction & discipline of this church so long as time 
and convenience will permit. ‘thus you believe « thus your 
promise.

July 29, 1798. At a legal church meeting held at the 
meeting house middle parish Granville. 
Voted by ballot for a third standing deacon, and made choice 
of wir.

At a legal church meeting held at my house, 
Voted, that we have no Gospel authority to debar any from 
the church who, lying under a scandal, prefer to make their 
confession before the church only, that it was the opinion 
of the members in general that the former practice of more 
public confessions is a good one, and preferable where 
the offence is generally known. 

Adjourned to September 
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September 1, 1803

Voted to defer the trial till the 4 of Nov. next, and that 
urs Cornwell should be again conversed with and urged to 
appear & answer to her complaint. 

Adjourned to the 4 of Nov. next.

Mra Cornwell still manifested no marks of repentance, but 
refused to meet with the chh, but considering her 
circumstances the church thought it expedient to postpone 
her trial till the 30th of Decem. next.

@ That she has been guilty of falsifying the truth. 

That she has been guilty of stealing. 

that she has been know to speak contemptuously of this 
Ch & the members of it. 

rs Cornwell pled that she was not guilty in manner « form 
as above stated. 

he Rev. hir.s Harrison being present, was desired by Mrs 
Cornwell to be her advocate in the trial. 

On hearing the witnesses testify, being all put under oath, 
and after hearing Mr. Harrison's observations, so far as 
anything could be said in her favor.
